To  have  a succession  of  bloom,  plant  in  good  ground  four  to  five  inches  deep  and  from 
six  to  twelve  inches  apart,  according  to  width  of  row,  as  soon  as  the  soil  is  in  condition 
up  to  the  middle  of  June  and  cultivate  thoroughly.  Use  no  fresh  manure.
